The 
Place we were a going to beſiege belong'd to 
King Kem/bew, who had very ſtrong Fortificatious, 
and ſeveral Veſſels which were very troubleſome 
to our {mall Craft that paſſed Mavgolore to Car- 
war with Rice and other Conveniencies for the 
Factory. This RKemfhew was -Brother-in-law to 
Angria, and they mutually ſupported each other. 
We exerciſed our People chat Day on the Ifland 
of St. George, and Capt. Stanton hid the Marines 
on ſhore, and took a great deal of Care in dif- 
ciplining them. The next Morning early we 
were off of the Place, which was about ſeven 
Leagues to the Northward of Goa; we run very 
near into the Shore, and brought our Pro Guns 
to bear on the Caſtle, which was ſituated on 2 
Iii; and we ſoon found we did them confider- 
able Damage.

pie, owever. we continued, with our Prov 
Guns from the Frigates, to baiter their Fortif- 
cations, and diſmounted the Cannon which fed 
upon our Shipping. The Revenge having brought 
an Expreſs from the Preſident of Bombay, with 
Orders for the two other Frigues to proceed to 
Catlicur, and bring up Timber for the further 
building other Veſlels at Bomba); and finding it 
not feaſible to land, we quitted the Siege, and 
that Night run down to Carwer, where we carne 
to an Anchor, and went up co the Factory. 1 
then delivered my Letter to the Governor, and 
was ordered on board the Fame as Second Lieu- 

enanr. | 
WE carried here a ſhort time, ihen pro- 
ceeded to Callicut, where we were ſupplied with 
Timber by Governor Adams, Governor of the 
Company's Fort and Fortifications at Ti#{{icberry 
and Callicut, 12 Leagues diſtant trom each other. 
We lay here till the Beginning of April before 
we had got all our Tiraber in, and it being the 
latter 
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latter Lad of the Seaſon, we were the ſafer in 
Wit we did, as all the Enemies. Vetols were 
now laid up. Governor Adams came on board 
and took a View of the Frigue as we Jay in the 
Road, and very much approved of rhe Prefj- 
dent's taking fo much Care to ſuppreſs the Pe- 
rates. We had other Enemies to deal with en 
the Coaſt as well a; Amneria, and ther likewiſe ar 
War with cach other; there were the Mo//-c anc. 
a People to the Northward of Carwar z the Kem- 
fh uus, and the Sazzarians, a People to the North- 
ward or Gego, who are troubleſome to the Sarar 
and Pomtay Traders. Several Datchmer who 
came to ſerve the Eng//h at Bombay, deſerted 
from us, and got to Augria, to whom they were 
of great Service. 

WE had troubleſome Weather to beat up rhe 
Coalit in, for the Northern Monſcons ſet in and 
blew very hard; ipſomuch that we all thought 
we ſhould not have gain'd Bombay, but with 
great difficulty obtain'd it; and, as is cuſtomary, 
we hove up all cur Ships and Veiſels, ſecure 
chem from the Winrer Storms, which begin in 
May to ſet in very violently. 

A our Arrival at Bombay we found the other 
new Grab or Frigate ready for launching, built 
after a very commodious manner, to mount 24 
Guns, and to carry 130 Men The Command 
was given to Capt. Alexander Hamilton as Com- 
todore, and Commander in chief of all the 
Company's Naval Force at LDombay, or on the 
Coaſt of Ina. Capt. David Wilkie was ap- 
pointed Captain of the tory under Commo- 
dore Weekes, who being ict, (was obliged 
to quit it for the ſake of his tieairh, and Mr. 
Jobn Burleigh was appointed Captain of the Bri-

tions, in order to prevent Anzria in his Pro- 
grels, we had an Account at B. mbay. of a or at 
Diiturbance between the Rogdger, or King of Car 
war, and the Exgliſh Settlement there, on the 
following Occaſion. A Ship belonging o Mr, 
Bennet, an eihnmend Merchant at Sura? ) goO10g 
doyn the Coaſt foinething later than dine! I» Was 
drove aſhore on a ſahdy Beach co rhe North- 
ward of Carwar z on which they ſent to Gover- 
nor Taylor, for a Guard to fetch their Treaturs 
into the Factory, amounting to near 15,000 7. 
all in iron'd Cheits. A Serjean!; with a ſtrong 
Party of Soldiers belonging to the Fattory had 
tetchd away the greateſt Part; but afterwards: 
the Rodger ent down his Forces in order to 
ſcizs the Ship as his Property, being, caſt away 
on his Coait, and ftopp'd near fix or leven 
thouſand Pounds of the Treature; and to 
prevent their getting the Ship off agar, he or- 
dered his People to cut a Hole in her Bottom. 
This bred a War between the Carwarans and the 
Emgliſh : The Rodger took the Egliſh Gentlemen 
that commanded the Ship, with their Supercargo, 
and conhn'd them in Priſon. In the mean time, 
Capt. Woodward was very active tor the Safeguard 
of the Factory, and built a large floating Stage, 
and mounted ſeveral Gunz on it, to tow up and 
own the Harbour as Occaſion required, till fur- 
ther Afliſtance came. When the Preſident and 
Council at Bombay heard this, they raaan'd their 
Jeet, 
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Fleet, and ſent than down to Caray, Com- 
modore Flawmiiton iſted his broad Pennant on 
boara rhe Hit, and ook the Morning Star, 
Capt. Uptor, and the Thomas Capt: Holt, We 
him. I was then ordered to go on board 
Thomas, and there we took in Ammunitio: ay 
Soldiers, as du the Morning Star, and took with 
us {ever:] Gaileywais to land our Farces.

I then h 
two of our Sans, and ſound chat "they carried 
very well up 159 the Coliniry among tit hs Woods 
Tae next Day, being the 15th or 16t * of Sep- 
tember 1716, we began to land our Forces at 
Day-break, but ere run fo violent a Surf on 
the Bcac ch, that two of our Ga!! ey wats drove a- 
ſhore and overſet: Capt. Milford and part of his 
Company got e-ſhore; and Capt. St autor was 
taken up for dead in the Water. The Enemy 
PErceivins ſo ſmail a Number * Forces, iſlued 
our of the Wood with a Party of Horſe, and 
notwithſtanding our keeping a ſmart Fire upon 
them; they rulh'd amongit our half drowned 
Forces, ark Ammunition was wet and unfit for 
Execution, ſo thattney were forced to fight Sword 
in Hand.

WE landed our People avout four o'Clock in 
the Morning, and got al our Forces drawn up 
in a hollow Square, and Capt. Gordon at their 
Head : In the Iaſide of this Square wis a Surgeon 
and. all Materials to dreſs the wounded Men. 
They march'd in this regular Form, and kept 
firing by Platoons, till Capt. Gordon received

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of Guns on the South-ſide, to prevent all Boats 
pailling and re- paſſing, tho' Lieutenant Forbes once 
or twice did boldly venture, and come out, in 
a Galleywat belonging to Carwar, and had ſe- 
veral Hours Conterence with the Commo- 
dore, in regard to what Condition the Factory 
was in, and how they had ſubſiſted tor Proviſion: 
For tho” the Rodger had made War with us, yer 
he was not at war with the Porrrgve;e, who held 
a Correſpondence. with us. Our Factory was very 
well guarded by two Companies of Soldiers, and 
in every Koom were mounted ſeveral Carriage- 
Guns, according to its Largeneſs; which Guns 
Pug of great Service during the Siege, which 
aſted near ſeven Months. When the Rodger per- 
ccived our iregilar military Diſcipline, he began 
to be very bold. 

IN the Bay of Carwar arc the following 
Iſlands, vis. Ihe Rodger's Ifland, which is fortt- 
fied all round, and has ſome Cannon mounted, 
which they kept playing on our Shipping at ſeve- 
ral times during the Siege. Bur not knowing how 
to point a Piece of Cannon, did us little Damage. 
There is alſo Kidd's Hand, where Capt. Kidd re- 
fitted and hove Covwn. On the Weſtermoſt Part 
are two Stone Iſlands, ſurrounded with a great 
Number of Rocks, which ate called Duchy 
Iſ bands and Rocks. To the South Part of the Bay 
s 2 large mountainous Land, very woody, at the 
upper End whereof is a fine ſandy Cove, called 
Beacove; and the Hills are called Redcove-Hi!ls. 
On the Eaſt Point of Bedcove-Hille, is a ſmall 
Iland called Izjedavey, inhabited by the Portu- 
gueſe : This Hland produces great Plenty of Fowls 
and Hogs, tho' the Inhabitants are poor, and the 
Men, Women, and Child:zen chicfly employ 
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themſelves in knitting Stockinge, Waiſtcoats, and 
Breeches of the fineſt Cotton, which they tel} at a 
very cheap Rate. The Harbour of Carwar lies 
in 14 Deg. 45 NM. North Latitude, and in 3 
Deg. 7 M. Eaſt Longitude from the Meridian of 


Lon dun. The Ciimare is pretty bot, but general- 


ly very healthy. There is a Adee River at the. 


Eaſtermoſt Part of rhe Bay, before which River 
there is 4 troubleſome Bar to the Boats going in 
and out. The Bugle Factory lies up the River, 

on the Star-board Side, about five or fix Miles, 
from whence we receive Pepper, Cardamum, a and 
other valuable Drugs. 

WE lay in the Bay near two Mon 11 in 
Treaty with the Reder, who inſiſted that we 
ſhould quit our Factory, and have no "563 her 
Trade there. We demanded the Return of the 


Freaſure they had got, and would not draw of 


our Fleet without it The Rodger no way liked 
_ Sight of our Frigates in his Harbour, for we 
kept them cruiſing off and on, d. ay looking ous 
tor the trading Vellels which pais'd and rc -vaſd J. 
and belong'd to the Poazer, and Keuſteu, the 
Perſon of whom TI ſpoke berore, The Rodeer 
had two large Ships, gone for Miuſcat in Arabia; 
to fetch Hortes, and other Goods, Which are of 
great Value in thoſe Parts, and he was in pain for 
iheſs Ships; for they each had a hundred find 
Horſes on board. As ſoon as they come off the 
Harbour's Mouch, we wade them our Prizes, til! 
ſuch time as the Rodger thought proper fo agree 
to a ſtedfift Confirmation of Peace, and to re- 
"urn all the Treaſure and Priſoners he had in 
his Cuſtody, and to make Reſtirvtion for cutting 
a Hole in the Ship's Bottom. Thus we brought 
the Rodger to comply with all our Demands, and 
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a Treaty of Peace was ſent up to the Preſident 


ot Bombay, and approved by him and the Coun- 
Cl. 


WHILE we had the Ships in cuſtody, 2 
Cellation of Arms was obſerv d, and a free Cot- 
reſpondence paſs'd and repals'd from our Facto- 


ry, and we recruiced all Stores uſed for the Siege, 


nd ſtrengthened the Factory with 1'! Thmas ne- 


ce ſſary for their future Safety. During the Ceſ- 


ſation of Arms, I was ordered with Capt. 
Hot, on board the Thomas, to proceed to 
Zangalore, 0 fetch Rice tor ihe Fleet. The 
Captain went on ſhore t© 3 ſuffictent for 
our Freight, and that of another large Veſſel we 
had there. As the Captain was to continue ſome 
time on ſhore, he took a Houle for the better 
trafficking with the Merchants; and 2s he lived 
en ſhore, he ſent off ai Things necellary for the 
Sbips While they were raking in their Cargo. 
} had no fooner gor the Ship ready to take in 
Rice, but early one Morning 1 faw ſeveral large 
V cliels coming into the Road; and having NU 
Eug ith on board but the ſecond Mate, Mr. 227 
lam Trouton (a young Gentleman who has ſince 
been a Me rchant at Madraſs) asked our Black 


Boatſwain it he knew who they belong'd to? he 


faid, ſo ſoon as he ſpicy ſee more plainly he 
v⸗ ould teme. They lay off and on in the Otfiun 
till near Noon, and then the Sea-Breeze coming 
in, they came down on us with tearing Sail into 
the Road. We had put ourſelves in as gocd a 
Poiture of Defence at that time as we could ; 
we hat but ten ſmall Guns. on board; none car- 
y ing above a three-pound Shot: However, long 
before they came into the Road, our Black Boat- 


' &yain told me they were Angria's Grabs; there 


were 
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were kve of them, ſtout Vellels, well manr'd, 
and large Guns on board. So ſoon as they came 
into the Road, they never offered to fire at us, 
bur fent their Boats on board; for a; yet we were 
at peace with Anga; by Contract made at the 
Redemption of Mrs. Gifford ; and that Peace had 
been renewed by Governor Boone at his Arrival 
t Bombay. So foon as they came on board, 
they too the Second Mate and me out of our 
Ship, and carried us on board their Commodore; 
who ordered them to take the Second Mare, Mr. 
Troutonyand'to carry him to their Long- boat, and 
moor him off at the Buoy. My Heart began to 
ach, not knowing wha: they intended to do wich 
me. Then they ask'd where ve belong'd to, or 
whether we had a Paſs from the Governor of 
Bombay; | told them yes, tho' | did not at that 
time rightly know ſo much. J hey never of- 
tered ro miſuſe us, nor do us any manner of 
Harm; only detained us four or five Hours, 
while they ſent on board and rummaged the Sbtp all 
over. What they look'd for, I can't tay; but 
believe it was our Treature, which was ſent on 
thore two Days before. When our Captain from 
the Shore perceived what was the Marter, he 
made the beſt of his Way to us, I having ſent 
our Boat on ſhore, ro acquaint him what I judg'd 
them to be when I firſt ſaw them in the Ocean, 
and had got all Things ready to heve gone into 
the Harbour, provided the Captain had tent off a 
Pilot. But he did not fear any Danger, as he 
told me afterward; on which account he did 
neither come himſelf at firtt nor ſend a Pilot. 


However, I was very uneaſy during the Time I 


was in their cuſtody ; and Mr. Trouton often told 
me, that had not the Sea-Breeze been very * 
* 
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he would certainly have attempted to ſwim on 
ſhore. Bur the . came off, and on En- 
quiry of the Black Boatiwain of the other ſmall 
Veſlels that lay in the Harbour, they happened to 
have one of Governor Boeore's Paſſes, which were 
appointed on the renewing the Peace to be gran- 
ted to all Veſlels belonging to Bombay: For tho 
Angria made Peace witn the Inhabitants of Bom- 
bay, he took all the Ships he could belonging to 
Maarafſs and Bengel; which gave us a proper 
Opportunity of waking War again. They re- 
leas'd ns ſoon after the Captain came off 
with the Pais, and our Colours were kept flying 
all the while they continued in the Road. It, 
the Evening they weighed, when the Land- inds 
came off, and offered us no farther Moleſtation. 
E were heartily glad when we got clear ot 
Angria, and took in our Freight of Rice with 
ail poſſible Expedition. When we had loaded the 
other Veſſel with Rice allo, the Captain not 
willing to truſt her alone, put me in Com- 
mander of her, with Orders to keep him com- 
pany to Carcrar. However, we failed fo heavi- 
ly, that after we had been but two Days out ot 
Mar golore Road, I loſt company with him. Man- 
golore lies ii about 12 Deg. 40 Min. North La- 
titude, and is a Place much frequented by Ships 
from all Parts of India, for their great Product 
of Rice. The Moors and Portugreſe have each à 
Factory here for procuring the Markets of Rice, 
againſt the Por!ugueſe Grand Armada arrive from 
Go, and the Moors Ships from Surat, and other 
Parts of India. The Aravians trade much here, 
and the Turks which belong to India have Ships 
of great Burden and Force which come hither 
yearly. Ibe Turks and Arabians are at War * 0 
the 
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the Portugueſe, on which account the Porzngueſe 
hive: three or four 60 and 70 Gun Ships ar theſe 
Seaſons of the Year, cruiſing off and on the Coaſt 
of Malabar and Iradia, for the Security of their 
Trade from China and other Parts. They are ob- 
liged. to eoatt along Shore from Cape Commeron 
to their capital City of Goa. 

DURING the Time of che Diſturbance at 
Carwar, Governor Adams had {ome Quarrels 
with the Nejers of Tillicherr,; but the Govers 
nor by his own Regular Conduct ſoon ſettied thoſe 
Diſputes. The Veſſel I commanded was about 
o9 Tun, no Guns nor Arms on board, bur I was 
in hopes on my Arrival at Carar, to have found 
the Feet; but they were all ſailed for Bombay, and 
Matters were ſertled and made caſy: So thit l 
went up to the Factory, and complained to Go- 
vernor Taylor of the Veſſel being ſo heavy, aud 
that 1 had not a Gun or a Musket on board to 
Keep off even an arm'd Boat. The Mollwans are 
our Enemies, the Veſlels of Kemſbew are the 
iarae; and they never attempt to e 8 a Veſ- 
(i but in a Calm. Whereupon the Governor 
of Carwar not willing to let me proceed up to 
Bombay in ſuch a defenceleſs State, put on board 
:wo ſmall Carriage Guns, and mounted ſix Swi— 
vel Guns in Stocks for me, and lent me four 
white Men to aſſiſt me. with Powder 2nd Ball, 
and twelve Firelocks. Theſe were of ſome Ser- 
vice to us; for ſeveral Veilels made towards us, 
which we ſuſpecting, fired at them ſo foon as 
they came within the Reach of our Guns, which 
made them alter their Courſe and leave us.

General Coming was all this while drawing ut 
the Army, and having join'd all the Portugreſi 
Forces, they encamped on che Sands of Allaber, 
where they got all their Army in an engagin: 
Poſture. Commodore Mat thews was very dili 
gent, and being defirous to ſee the Diſpoſitio! 
of the Camp, went on ſhore, in company 
with the Viceroy of Gea, the General of th 
North. and General Cow#nz ; with a ſlight Guard. 
they rode out of the Camp to view the Country 
fo far as they thought proper, for their better Di 
rection which way to march.

conſider of the Price. In the mean time, 
lent tor forme Offiœ rs, who came in and Car 
ried him before the Catwall. The Broker told 
him, that this young Man had ſhewed him 

rich Pearl Necklace, which he. offer d to difpo!s 
of; but that he was ſure it muſt be ſtole, tor 
he did not ask a quarter the Value of it. Thc 
Corn-Factor hearing what was {aid to the Ca: - 
val, was fo tar confounded, that he could no! 
tei what to ſay; and knowing how he carne: oy 
it, was afrzid to own that he found it near the 
Body of the ſuppoſed murder d Perton, becaul- 
that might give a Suſpicion of his being one g. 
the Muiderers. Ile was now in ſo much Con 
tuhon, that he was not able to anſwer any 


Queſtions the Juſtice asked him; bur ſeerne«- 


to equivocate to and fro in a {candalous manns 
This confirm'd the juſtice and all preſent, in au 
Opinion that he was actually guilty of Murder 
and Robbery; on which the Catwall order'd 
his tight Hand to be cut off. The Pain, Sharne 
and Confuſion that he was now brought into, 
cauſed him to be like one diſtracted ; but 0 
ſoon as the Execution was performed, he 5 
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{et at Liberty, and the Broker delivered the 
Pearl Necklace to the Carwall, who hung it 
up in his Office, for People to ſee if they could 

2ive any Account of it. 
AS they were turning the young Corn-Factar 
about his Buſincſs, the old Mufti came to the 
Catwalls Office, and ſeeing a croud of People 
about the place, demanded the Reaſon, and 
what was the Cauſe of the ſame. Being ſeated 
by the Catwall, he told him the whole Story, 
aud ſhew'd him the Necklace, which he knew 
to be his Daughter's. He therefore ſent for her 
to come forthwith; and in the mean time they 
topt the Corn-Factor again, and paſling 2 *reiſt 
xamination, the Mufti's Daughter athrmed the 
Necklace to be hers, by comparing its Agree- 
ment with her other Jewels; ſhe allo related 
mne whole Circumſtances of the Affair between 
ber and the young Merchant, before the Car- 
u and her Father. They now blamed the 
Corn-Factor for not having the Courage to tell 
„ Truth before, which might have been a 
neans to have prevented the ſevere Sentence 
y-rich had been executed on him. The Cat- 
«all was ſatisfied now, that the murder'd Perſon 
as his Kinſman, according to the Account 
which the Muftis Daughter gave of the matter;

vith the Cannon kept fo continual a Fire on 
nem, that they could not return their Fire ſo 
alt as they intended: ſeveral of the Cannon on 
the City-Walls were diſmounted, bur many 
more of the Befiegers, who by the help of 
he Pyrates before mentioned, toon remounted 
ir, Guns again.

ard the Seraglio for his Ladies. On the Caſtle- 
Walls they mount above ioo large Cannon, it

4 large pair of Stone Gates, clamped together 
with Bars of Iron. If ever Amngriz was to con- 
cuer the Town, he could never take the Caſtic, 
or refide within the reach of the Guns, they be- 
ing of a great Length; they have alſo ſevetal 
Mortats.

Chriſtians as poſſibly he could light of, and not 
ſpare for Wages, which ſhould be paid them ve 
exactly according io their Agreement. On ch. 
Encouragement, many Engliſbmen, who were 0. 
of Employment, and would not go down 
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Bombay, ſince Governor Boon? had left rhe lila: 
enter'd into the Mogal's Service, and went away 
tor Dilley; tho' many of them Would rather have 
erried at Guzurar, for they. did not pp: ove of

The Rainy Seaſon being over about che end of 
July, the firſt New Moon in Az guſt is obſerved 
ty the Moors as a grand Feitival for the Rey 
of fair Weather; and tho the Rainy Seaſon is a 
certain every Ycar as Winter and Sammer, yet 
the Indian Bramins fatter the People with Notions 
that they ſhall never have any more foul Wea- 
ther. Our Army having perform'd the Ceremo- 
nies and Feſtival, we receiv'd Orders from the 
Grand Mogul to begin our March; which proved 
very bad, by the heavy Rains chat fel! after we were 
on the March; and we were obliged to endure the 
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lame, and not return to Grzurat. For tho' i! 
account the firſt New Moon in Aug rt to bc i! 
time when the Rains uſually ceaſe, it was this e 
the latter end of September before the Went 
quite alter'd. In the Month of Moverber 
Northern Winds begin to blow, and refine 18: 
Air; we have then hne wholeſome and good = 
ther, with delightful Breezes. In this Uncer:«!: 
of Weather we were oblig'd to encamp in; 
Days; tho' our Army had excc<llent Covers © 
their Tents, which are well contrived to keep « 
Rain, and ſeldom or cyer are blown down. 
have lain near a Fortnight in the Camp in my ©, 


Tent, and it has rain'd for the moſt part of 


time, when we have not had a Drop of \Wat«1 
come into the Fent Day or Night. We on: 
were oblig'd to pitch our Tents in a great Hurry; 
a3 we came near to a large Town belonging t 
the Cules:;, and our Auuabab was reſolved io hays 
the Tribute demanded beforc we left the Plac-: 
The Camp was partly pitch'd in a Bottom; an 
the Rains were ſo very violent one Night, ch. 
many of the Tents were ſet on float, and the Ten 
Pegs, which were drove in the Ground, We 
broke up by the Water waſhing the Sand and Fart 
away. The Wind at the ſame time was very ten 
.peltuous; and in the Morning the Place was like 
litcle Sea full ot Wrecks, the Tent-Polls and othe 
Materials being drove to and tro by the Storm 
This was the molt ſevere Night I ever felt durin- 
my abcde amongſt them; however, it was the lat! 
of all the bad Weather, for we had no more Rai 
nat Seaſon. The Weather alſo confined the Cy 
bes from attempting to do us any Miſchief in the 
Night, as they commonly endeavour, if they hn 
any proper Opportunity { tho' many times On) 
Of: 
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ſe their own Lives in tuch Enterprizes. I gene- 
rally was with the Artillery, the moſt ſecure Part. 
the Camp, tor when thele Cueys offer to diſtulb 
or Camp, they never preſume to come near the 
\r:iNery, the Sight of the great Guns being a ter- 
Hur to thern. 

3% ſoon as the Weather permitted, the whole 
Camp was re-pizch'd on the Brow of a large Hill, 
ind the Cannons laced in regula; Form againſt 
ze Cuteys Town; who {cem'd to demur to the 
dying ihe Tribute demanded. We had with us 
the atoreſaid Anthony Fortes ard one of the Dutch- 
nen; Who gave me great Uneaſineſs. They 

:re angry becauſe they were not look'd on by 
% Anrabob as | was, and hid they deferv'd more 
2 :/pedt. Tis true, they knew how to fire the Ar- 
iiery, but had lictle Skul a; Engineers; tho" they 
gerd to believe that their Judgment was as good 
chat of others. "The Annabob ſent for me over 
Night, and order'd me to uſe the beſt of my Skill 
t0 batter the Cvleys Town down about their ears, 
and to keep a continual fire. Early the next Morn- 
17 we all three went to work, ſoon demoliſh'd 
art of their Town, and beat down their famous 
i cmple, wherein was their great Idol Hoydor, 
whom the Culeys for Hundreds of Miles came to 
worſhip. Such Execution being done amongſt 
dem, they were obſerv'd by their Motions, to fly 
wards the Northern Part of the City, where there 
33 a Gate, at which they intended to eſcape, and 
to the Mountains for refuge, as many of them 
ud, My Reader may eaſily imagine how igno- 
rant they were, when ſore Hundreds of them 
would ger on the tops of their Houlcs to ſee the 
Cans fired, and at the fame time making little 
Ippoſitin to our Attack. I am well afſur'd, that 
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there were on the Cupola of the Temple above 2: 
hundred Men, who were deſtroy'd by our 8 
and buricd in the Rybbiſh. Notwithſt andi 
this, ſeveral ſtill kept on the top of their [ou 
Sometimes indeed they would ſend a ſmart Sho. 
of Arrows towards us, but to no Effect. 
Town was now almolt ruin'd, and it was too 
tor thera to capitulate; for the Arnabobs wil r 
ver admit of a Treaty after they have begun i;

Part of the Army march'd their Elephants a-bre-'! 
into the Town, over the Breach which wen 
made in the Wall. The Armabob acknowicty 
he now ſaw the grcateſt Piece of Execution g. 
form'd by his Cannon, in the leaſt time, that ev 
he ſa y in bis Life; on which account, he {hou 
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always valuc the Exgliſò in his Service. After all 
was over, he fent for me and the othe two, and 
made each of us a conſiderable Preſent. This 
rleaſed Mr. Aus houy Jones and the others; and 
encouraged them very much. There was a fad 
Slaughter among it he poor Culeys, by the Aravs; 
for they fought Sword in Hand above two Hours, 
endeavouring to force their way out of the Nor? 
Gate: and the reit of dur Army coming up, fell 
on their Rear, and cut them of in great numbers, 
and very fev efcap d 

At this Place, which was not a hundred Miles 
rom Guzurat, vtuated nar the Mountains, the 
{anatoh got more Plunder than what he had tor 
2 conlideravle time before: So that the Riches 
taken our of the Temple of the great Idol Hoh dos, 
and the Treaſure found in the Town amounicd to 
yards of 60,0007. Sterling; two thirds of which 
vas ſent to the Mg to confirm the Importance 
of this Conqueſt. Beſides this, a great deal of 
Treafurz2 and things of value were found in the 
Temple where che fatnous Idol was placed. The 
Height of this Idol was near twelve Feet, with 
Arms and other Limbs in proportion: He had his 
Head ornamented with Rays Falt in Siver, and ſet 
al! round with Jewels; was pretty much bar- 
ter'd wich the Rubbiſh that tell into the Teraple, 
when the Cupola was beat down. here were 
placed about him near à hundred ſmall brats I- 

mages, ornamented with Jewels, &c. | 
We lay here near three Weeks after we had de- 
moliſh'd the Town, and puil'd down all the Places 
of Idol-Worſhip round the Country: We alfo 
made great Search in the Mounrains for thoſe who 
got away; but all to no purpoſe. Befdre we left 
the Place, we burnt the Remains of the Town, 
1. 5 and 
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and demoliſh'd every part thereof; and then e 
the beſt of our way for Guzura?, having {cnt bc 
fore all the Treaſure, which was fecured in du 
Anuabob's 'Treafury. In the mean time, ye i:

grians; he having lately go: about forty Exgliſim 
into his Service, who were well acquainted wer“ 
the Management of the Artillery. SH, 
Army had march'd a confiderable Way in the Se- 
aey's Country without Oppoſition. After lon: 
Expectation, they heard of Angria's Army, h. 
Were at a ſmall diſtance from them. Waereup 

the Axuabob gave Orders to march towards them, 
and came in ſight of them in about twelve. haus 
The Angrians, on the Annabeb's approach, fecm 
by their Motions as if they would avoid an un. 
gagement; on which, the Cannon began to play 
turioufly on them, and they retreated towards th. 
Mountains with Precipitation, where it was to 

dangerous to purſie them. The Amnzrians in 
little time march'd between the Mountains to tbe 
Northward, and appear d near the River whic! 
paſſes by Broach. The Axnabob ſoon bad an Ac- 
count of this; fo leaving a conſiderable Party tc 
guard the Highways for the Security of Trade, he 
march'd towards Broach with the Army. 

The Angrian Army attempting to paſs the Ri- 
ver, met with a warm Reception; for the Dur 
had ailited the Moors with a long Range of goo 
Guns, planted on the oppoſite ſide of the River, 
where they judged the Enemy would endeavour te 
ford over. This Platform of Cannon, as well a: 
the Men to fre them, was conceabd by great heaps 
of Leaves thrown up before them: When Part o. 
the Angrians were got about half way over, the 

aer a7 ; a ele 4 
platiorm was uncover'd; and the Cannon diſcharg d 
as 
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es faſt. as poſſible, which Kd great Numbers of 
then. Tn this Confuſion, ſeveral endeavour'd to 
return back, but were drove down by the Current, 
ſo that hardly any cſcaped of thoſe who had taken 
the River. Thereſt ot the Argrians, on the other 
lice the River. retired towards the Mountains a- 
g2inz but our Army arriving during this Contt- 
ion, made « great Slaughter of them in their flight 
After this, Svobomer encamp'd near the Banks of 
the River for forme time. 

Aﬀter we had remain'd a little white at Guzurat, 
we had Orders to march; and in 2 few Days ar- 
rived near a large "Town, where we had a very 
great Deraand on the Cue. But here their De- 
puties met the Aunabob, fell ar the Feet of his E- 
lephant, and declared they were ready to pay their 
Tribute. Theſe Deputic: ſtaid all Night with the 
Annabev; and early the next Morning the Tribute 
was brought from the Town, and paid to the Di- 
dan, Who is the Patſon appointed to receive and 
disburſe all Moncy. After we hac remain'd here- 
avouts ſome Days, we march'd back to Guzarae,

Chimraw, about thirty Miles diſtant from Cambay, 
where Captain Sed;wick took his own Boat, in 
der to go up to the Frgiifh Factory at Cambay,;

Mr. Whiz:le being then lately eſtabliſh'd Chief tro; 
the Company there: But the Tide not flog ing 
long as they expected, chey loſt their Patlage, an 
were obliged to let go their Grappling, in ord-;

Boat lay at the ebbing away of the Tide was di 
which when the Ce percerv'd, they judged there 
was Treaſure in the Boat; wherefore great Nun: 
ber of them came down, in order to eie rho 
Lreaſure, if not to murder him. But he facing 
iO great a Number of them, and thinking that by 
nring 2 Musket or two, they might be {cared 4. 
way, fired accordingly. But they were not to 
toon frightned, for when they perccived his Mc: 
o fire at them, they came on in 2 great Bo- 
and toon cut him to pieces, and the few Men h 
had with him; taking what Treaſure vas in tl. 
Boat, and fo made off. From thence they wer 
down to the Yatch, and would have boarded the, 
but they kept them off with their great Guns 
Tho” Captain Herring was pleated to tell me; the 
it Captain Sedgwick had not fired upon them, they 
would not have concern'd themſelves wich hir: 
Had the Captain but laid the Boat out in the Mic. 
Channel about half a Cable's Length further, h. 
might ſoon have got from them; for they could 
not have run after the Boat when under fail, and 
a ſtrong Tide to help them away: For this Place 
is flat a long way on both Sides, and you mit 
wade through the Mud for near three quarters of 
of a Mile, at low Water, before you come to ihe 
Channel. | 

When we lay in the ſame Place, and I wa 
Captain Herring's Lieutenant, Captain Dogget in 
the Huzter-Galiey Was with us; for we never had 
any ſingle Vellel ſent up from Bombay after thi: 
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Accident, but always two together. If we did 
not happen to go juſt at the Height pf the Spring- 
Tides, we could not get over the Bar, the Chan- 
nel being fo very difficult. Captain Dogget and 
Captain Herring went up in our Galley wat, which 
was allow'd us 2s a Tender. We lay here near a 
Fortmigbt before they return'd, and all the while 
kept a good Look-out; and tho' e the Country 
round was inhabited by the Cu/-y-, we every day 
diverted ourſelves with playing at Cricket, and o- 
ther ExerCiles, which they would come and be 
Syectators of. But we never ventur'd to recreate 
Curtelves in this Method, without having Arms for 
Hurſelves, and guarded by ſome ot our Soldiers, 
eit the Country ſhould come down upon us. Se- 
veral times, four or five of the Heads of the Town 
came down on Horſe ack, with great Attendance” 
They had two Men generally running at their 
Horſe's Heads, with bamboo Lances of a great 
length; and one or two a ite heiore them, with 
their Swords and Targets. 

When we found that they never offer'd to diſ- 
turb us, Lieutenant Stevens and Lieutenant Rad- 
tone {ent to me, arid ask'd if I would venture vith 
thern to take a Waik to a Town about two or three 
Miles off. They propoſed to go weil arm'd; and 
accordingly we all went. Captain Degget had on 
board about foriy of the London People, that were 
ſent to ſupply the Loſs we ſuſtain'd at rhe Siege of 
Allabee, beiices Topaſſes and Laſcars; but we had 
only two white Men on board beſide myſelt. We 
art d moſt of Captain Dozger's Men, and faſten'd 
a Jack on a Halt-Pike, which one of them carried 
as our Colours. Each of us had a Biunderbuſ, 
and a Pair of Piſtols in our Belts: Early in the 
Morning we went up to the Town. Our Pro- 
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vitions being ſhort, we hoped to get a couple 
Bullocks, fore Sheep, Fowls, and Bread, from ti. 
Town. So ſoon as they perceiv'd we were comin. 
one of the Head of the Town came out on Hori: 
back, and demanded our Butinels. We had wi! 
us two of our Laſrars that could tals the C. 
Tongue; and the Chief demanding our Buſinci-. 
we told him ve came in Friendihip to buy ſon. 
Proviſions, it they would let us have any. He 
_ ask'd what fort we wanted. We told him, a couple 
of Bullocks, tome Fowils, a Sheep or two, or an 
thing elſe they could pare, or willingiy fell us. 
ſhew'd him Money, and told him, that if hen 
not willing we thoutd come into the Town, 
would tarry where we were, and let him ſend 1; 
ſuch things as were worth our Money, which vw. 
would pay for. He ſaid, if we behaved ourſelvc 
civilly, we thould have whar we wanted, anc 
ſhould be welcome to come into the Town. . W. 
conſulted whether it was proper for us ali to © 
into the Place; but, as we had ſhelter to keep 
from the Sun, we thought it more adviſable ! 
continue under the Shade of the Trees: Soth. 
if any fou] play ſhould be defign'd us, we were no! 
willing to be incumber'd in a Town. 

However, we no ways perceiv d that any '[rea- 
chery was meant againſt us, till towards the time 
of our coming away; when we obſery'd fever: 
People, who had been before to view us, appear 
afterwards in an armed Poſture, tho they broug|: 
the Bullocks, and we paid them what they de- 
manded, which was twenty Rupees per Head; we 
bought alſo two Sheep for rwo Rupees a head, an. 
a dozen of Fowls. 

During the time we were trafticking, they were 
very alert, Rouriſhing their Swords, and making 
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Notions as if cutting off Heads. Our Laſcar, or 
[nterprerer, told us they were hatching of Miſ- 
chiet againſt us, in order to pick a Quarrel; and 
defired us to make the beſt of our Way for our 
Veſſels. We took his Advice, and made what 
naſte we could down to the Gallev, and carried 
with us what we had paid for. When we were 
coming away, there being a great Number of Pea- 
cocks in a large Tamarind-Free juſt by, (which 
Peacocks are very plenty in this Country) Lieu- 
tenant Rathbone ask'd it they were wild or tame, 
zd whainer he might ſhoot one or two? They 
101d him they were wild, and that any body might 
ge what they could of them; nor thinking, as 
v/2 luppoſed, that. we ſhould preſume to ſhoot at 
them. However, Lieutenant Rath5oze thot, and 
zul d three at once; for | believe there were near 
'wenty in two Trees adjoining. They neither 
201d much pleated nor difpleaſed ar this; but 
as take them wich us. We 53!ſo got about g 
Weight of Flower of them, and ſome Butter. 
e then' ſet out on our Return to our Veſſels, 
'2ving ſent four Men with the two Bullocks, two 
5neep, and the Fowh, a confiderable while before 
43, We kept our Colours flying all the urne that 
ve were there; and tho' the Inhabitants ſcem'd bur 
ein ramber, yet they were of a bold and un- 
1aunted Spirit; and 'tis probable, that had we not. 
iray'd out of the Town, they would not have been 
% Civil to us as they proved. 

While we lay in our Veſſels, two Countrymen 
ho were at plow in a Field near us, brought down 
fine Antilope they had juſt catch'd; but how they 
caught ir, I cannot ſay; for it was at full Growth, 
ind as fine a one as ever I ſaw in my Life. pl 
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them two Rupees for it, for which they ſeen"; 


very thankful, and went away well contented. 
We lay here about a Forcnight, when Cari; 
Herring went down for Surat in one of the c. 
bay Hoys, and left me to follow Captain Hoge 
with the Yatch. We got ſafe down to Sura! in 1 
ſhort time, where we heard that the City was Þ- 
ſicged by the Angrians and Sass, vulgarly ca 
Gonims, but that the City was 7s good poli 
of Defence, and very little Miſchief done by 
Beſiegers, who ſoon alter raiſed the Siege. 


To return from this long Digreſſion. I ca 
back with our Aunabob to Gægurat; and wem 
another ſucceſsful Expedition, deſtroying t: 
Towns belonging to the Cul-ys; and then return. 
to a Camp near Grzura?t with the Army. Findir - 
our Annabob had no Delign to go ſoon for Die 
deſired leave to quit the Mogs/'s Service, H 
was granted. The Annabob gave me ſeveral Mar 


of Reſpect, and thank'd me for my Services in 


Army. I order'd my Servant, who had forme: 
belong'd to 2 Dutch Merchant, and had been ve: , 
faithful to me, to convey my Baggage out oft 
Camp, and bring it to me at the Dutch Factory 
where it was ſecured till my goiog down to $74: 
I] was not determin'd whether to go down to Car 
bay, or to return to Surat. Therefore during 
ſtay at Guzarat, | wrote to Mr. Mittle at Can 
bay, requeſting the Favour of him to jet me know 
if any Engliſh Veſlel was there, belonging to Bo: 
bay. Whether the Letter miſcarried or no, I car 
not ſay, but I receiv'd no anſwer to it. 

The Country being pretty quiet ar this time, 
reſolv'd to ſet out for Surat with the firſt Scafio': 
of Merchants; and provided my {ſelf according“ 
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got a Suit of Moors Apparel; and it being the 
Faſhion of the Country to wear Whiskers, I bad 
got a lorge Pair almoſt up to my Ears. lorder'd 
my Man to hire a Coach to carry me for Brodo- 
rah, where | could rake a freſh Stage for Broach, 
and then the lice for Surat. I agreed with the 
Man for eight Rupees to go three Days Journey 
for Broderah, he being to vay all the Expences on 
the Road, and to feed his Cattle, c. So that rny 
Charge for my three Days Journey vas very rea- 
lonabte. 
[ fer out the litter end of Node r, and join d 
a large Train of Coaches and Waggons, well loaded 
with all forts of Merchandiz.e. I had pretty well 
feather d my Neit curing my ſtay in the Mogui's 
Service, and the Datch Gentlemen offer'd to give 
me Bills for my Money to be paid at Szrar; but 
| well knowing how things had been, was not 
willing to truſt to their Bills, but thought it more 
proper to take all my Caſh with me; there being 
0 Account of anv Diſturbances on the Roads. 
Our firſt Day's Journey was from Gazurar to 
Flugely-Scare, where we were entertain'd in the 
Fur cars, and the Cattle all provided for. M 
Coachman was a very obliging Man, and ſerved 
me very well. There were two or three Arme- 
nan Merchants that were travelling to Surat; they 
had near forty Waggons loaded with rich Mer- 
chandite: Being Chriſtians, I rook the Oppor- 
tuniry of joining with thern, for the ſake of their 
Converſation, and dining in Company. Our firſt 
Day's Journey was pretty long; but we got in early 
in the Evening. We were alarm'd with a Noiſe ot 
ſome of the Ce. Party coming, on which Ac- 
count we drove very hard all Day, and ſcarce ſtopt 
to 
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to give cur Oxen a Bate: But it proved a falie A- 
larm. | 

Early the next Morning we jet out for Noſi, ©1:\ 
that was a longer Day's Journey than the Day 
fore; fo that we were very much fatigued wit! 
travelling, we did not ſtop all Day, only to giv 
the Cattle Water about Noon, and a Nouti:::. 
of Sugar-cane, which grows wild there, but never 
comes to Perfection. Early in the Evening . 
got into Ni, a great Stage, where all Scaftoic: 
and Merchants top. The Inhabitants are Cle 
but have never been knovn'to behave rudely 
Travellers. 3 

The next Morning, ſo ſoon as Day-light 27- 
pear'd, we all fcriied over the River Noſs; aud 
the way leading between two Hills of a conlider- 
able Heighth, in a very namow Lane there ud! 
us a flying Party of the Augrians, about forty ir; 
number, who began to rummage amongſt ti 
foremoſt Merchants, and took ſeme Money from 
feveral of them; bur ſeeing no End of the Scat- 
fold, they foor made off, and went towards the 
Mountains, judging that there was a Guard in th: 
Rear. I would have fired my Piftols among 
them, but the Armenians begged of me not to dc 
it; for they ſaid if I did, and ſhould but dray. 
Blood of one of them, they would certainly get - 
Reinforcement, and return; and then put all tc 
the Sword. | 

In the Afternoon we got to Broderah, her 
we continued three or four Days; it being a piea- 
fant and delightful City, and a Place of great 
Trade. There are here very fine Gardens, plea- 
fant Fountains, and great Variety of Entertain 
ments to divert you; fo that we recreated and r- 
treſh'd our iclves, till we thought fit to (er out for 
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Praach, which is two Days Journey from Brode- 
ra, We haired the firſt 29 at a ſmall Cuie/ 
Village, that lay in the high Road for Broach; 
here we reſted but very indifferently that Night. 
As the Country was !tnl, che People were manu- 
rg the Ground, plamting and tranſplanting their 
Cotton-Trecs, and watering their Grounds from 
Jun-riling to Sun- les. 

Early in the Morning we fe: out for Broach, 
where we arriva the next Day. I went to the 
Datch Factory, where | was very nanulomely en- 
tertain'd; and here 1 found Captain Hynes, who 
?rctended a great deal of Joy for my Welfare, 
nd profefied à great Concern for the Death of 
I. 1/266. | tarried here four Days, and was 
aandfomely entertaind by the Dutch Governors; 
and the Geatlemen who were come down from 
Cuxurat, treated me with great Civiliry. At my 
rſt Arrival, the Chief of the Factory and his Lady 
ere gone for the Benefit of the Air into the Gar- 
lens, and Captain Lyne with them. This Gen- 
t-man, who was next in Command to the Chier, 
od me, that Captain Lyzes was much in favour 
with the Governour, and that he lcarn'd him to 
play on the Flute; that he was alſo much ceſpected 
oy the Gentlemen of the Place. So ſoon as the 
Chief came home, he was inform'd of my Arrt- 
val there; he {ent Captain Lyne: ro deſire me to 
ſup with him. Accordingly I paid my Reſpects 
to him, and after Supper we Gdyercted ourſelves till 
'Owards Midnight. | 

It was on the Saturday Night I arrived there; the 
Sunday they kept very ſtrict, employing thernſelves 
n finging of Pſaims, reading in Publick, and the 
ike, They delircd me to join with them in their 
\Vorſhip, which, in Duty to God for his many

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Mercies, I readily did. The next Day we were 


very merry and diverting; and on the Mu A 


tollowing, I took my Leave of them. When! 
got on the other Side the River of Broach, the, 
were many and various Reports concerning 
Angrians, though we ſaw nothing of them 
way; for at Conraſs we halted again, to le:

When I ſormerly went from Surat, T leff a lar 
portmanteau Trunk full of Clothes there; hic!

got into Buſineſs, at very little Expences. Mr. 


Matthew Wild was Maſter of this Houſe; i 
He 
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had two beautiitul Daughters, both married to Men 
of good Fortunes. I had now 3 particular Cor- 
reſpondence wich the Doctor ot the Factory, who 
came to Vit me every Evening, and told me how 
things had been repreſented, on my taking on in 
the Moors Service. I told him, as I was a tree 
Man, 1 had liberty to ſerve them that paid belt, 
and that it was Curioſity led me to fee the Coun- 
tiy, Cc. He conſtantly thew'd mea great deal of 
Friendthip, with Sincetity and Gond-nature. I 
always paid the Governour the utmoſt Retpect, 
and he frequently enquired after my Health. He 
enquired alto after the Death of Mr. Webb; and 
tod me, be was ſorry that ſuch Men as he and [ 
auld take a Ramble in thok ſtrange and remote 
Parts of the World. I muſt confels the Gentle- 
man ſeem'd much wy Friend, in adviting me ne- 
ver to attempt the like agan; tor he faid, it was 
ſufficient for Men to be frolickſome once in their 
Life-time. I here got the Account of the pre- 
ceeding Wars at Bombay, and Angria's further 
Progreis, which I have mention'd.
